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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


We hereby submit our annual report to the citizens of the Town of 
Lisbon: 


_ During the year of 1977 your Selectmen were faced with a multi- 
tude of problems. We have been spending a major portion of our 
time in the implementing, supervision, and completion of our 
Sewage Disposal System, continued upkeep and maintenance of our 
highways, and the work involved on our landfill method of solid 
waste disposal. 


The appropriations we recommend for the year 1978 show slight 
increases due to inflation in several of the accounts. An ever- 
increasing use of the Town Hall will require additional funds for heat 
and electricity. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL PROJECT 

This past fall saw the completion of the Sewage Disposal Plant. 
The system started pumping into the lagoons in November, 1977 with 
the operation running smoothly. The fee system for the users of the 
facility has been set up, and billing will start in 1978. For a rough 
first estimate, it is expected that the fee will be 25 times the water 
charge. Some of the estimates made for the operation of the unit 
are being re-figured, and changes in the fee schedule will be made as 
it becomes necessary to bear the cost of operation. 


SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 

Your Selectmen have been working with the Selectmen of Lyman 
and Landaff, trying to come up with a solution for the disposal of our 
solid waste. We were able to get an extension to burn in the dumps 
until May 1, 1978. At that time, we will go to a landfill operation, 
using the old Presby sand pit. All resident users of the facility will 
be required to have a sticker, indicating they are eligible to dump 
rubbish there. A schedule of hours that the facility will be open will 
be published. A voluntary system of separation will be adopted, 
whereby glass and paper can be separated. Containers will be 
furnished for this purpose at the facility. 


OTHER ITEMS 

In our report of last year, we asked for funds to install storm 
windows on the Town Hall, and to insulate the attic in the Library. 
Both of these jobs were accomplished within the funds appropriated, 
and the value of these additions is already apparent. The Library 
steps were repaired, and the sewer line connected. The deck on the 
Breezy Hill Bridge was completed, and a new Chevrolet Chassis 
purchased for the Fire Department. 


Work on the refurbishing of the Town Hall is continuing with the 
installation of the stage curtains and the kitchen area is nearing com- 
pletion. Our deepest appreciation goes to Friends-in-Council for 
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their assistance, both in time and funds. Special thanks to Barbara 
Jesseman for the many hours she has put in on this renovation project. 


The Senior Citizens meet at the Town Hall each Wednesday, and 
have requested and have been granted funds from the State Council on 
Aging to use to fix up a room on the stage that they can use for their 
meetings. Our thanks to them for their co-operation, and for the 
purchase, together with the Lisbon Lions Club, of folding chairs for 
the Town Hall. 


Your Selectmen have gone over the proposed budget very carefully, 
and feel that it represents what will be needed to operate the town 
efficiently in 1978. We also feel that the items asked for by the 
Selectmen are necessary, particularly the new truck for the Highway 
Department, and the Loader Bulldozer for the dump.

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Water Board has been aware for the past few years that basic 
improvements should be made to the quality of the water that is be- 
ing furnished to our customers. With this problem facing the Water 
Board we engaged the services of Dufresne-Henry Engineering Corpo- 
ration of North Springfield, Vt. to conduct an engineering investi- 
gation of our existing water supply system. 


As a result of the services of that company and with the full co- 
operation of the Selectmen of the Town of Lisbon an application for 
100% funding for the construction of a 400,000 gallon distribution 
storage reservoir with a connecting 12 inch transmission main was 
submitted and accepted under the Federal Public Works Act of 1976. 
This tank was put in service in late Summer of 1977. 


On October 8, 1971, the N.H. Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission adopted a policy concerning water supplies which re- 
quires all such systems to provide complete treatment or to abandon 
the surface source and replace it with a suitable ground water supply. 
The Commission records indicate that most small water systems 
will eventually fail to meet the standards of the Federal Safe Drink- 
ing Water Act, and as a consequence, will be exposed to the enforce- 
ment features of the Act. This means, in essence that PL 93-523, 
the Safe Drinking Water Act, forces the communities to provide 
complete treatment in order to meet the requirements of the law. 


The N.H. Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission at its 
regular monthly meeting on Wednesday, October 12, 1977 accepted 
a proposed schedule for installation of complete treatment facilities 
for those systems now relying upon surface waters as the source of 
supply. The Lisbon Water Department was placed in priority cate- 
gory No. I which means we have five years in which to give full treat- 
ment to the Pearl Lake waters or go to a suitable ground water 
source. All evidence indicates that the cost of treating the Pearl 
Lake Waters would be prohibitive and that we should go to a ground 
water source. 


We have approximately $12,000.00 left over in the grant from the 
Federal Public Works Act and permission has been granted to use 
this money for test wells to locate a suitable ground water. Our 
engineering firm is now starting the procedures for this test well 
work.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and town/city 
responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Forester) ap- 
points a forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens in 
each town/city upon the recommendation of local authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire preven- 
tion and suppression activities in his town. He regulates the kindling 
of outside fires when the ground is not covered with snow by the issu- 
ance of written permits only when conditions are safe. He is re- 
sponsible for suppression with the town/city and state sharing the 
cost. Suppression costs in excess of { of 1% of the assessed valuation 
of the town are assumed by the state. 


The state provides training for the local fire organization and helps 
coordinate activities between towns/cities. The state also supports 
local forces with backup personnel, equipment, and supplies for 
Suppression and prevention. 


This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 1893, 
works well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one of the smallest acre- 
age losses due to forest fires in the United States for the past 25 
years.

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LISBON FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1977 


Chimneys, wood-burning stoves, and fireplaces continue to be major 
concerns to our Department. The State Department of Safety has 
instructions concerning the proper use and specifications for fire- 
places and wood stoves. These are free for the asking from the Fire 
Chief. Smoke alarms and fire extinguishers may be purchased from 
the Fire Department. We highly recommend the use of both. 


New members are needed. Qualifications are that the candidate must 
be 18 years of age, complete an 18-hour training course, and serve a 
probationary period of six months. In July, we amended our bylaws to 
permit women, and we now have one female member on the Lisbon 
Fire Department. 


We held Open House during National Fire Prevention Week to show the 
public our equipment and explain the use of various items. Thirty- 
five adults and several children attended the event. 


Our fund raising was a successful dance held at the Town Hall replac- 
ing the very successful horse show which we had sponsored for four- 
teen years. We do hope to be able to sponsor another such event soon 
in an attempt to continue raising funds to help with Department 
projects. 


On May 15, the Twin State Mutual Aid towns of Littleton, Landaff, 
Sugar Hill, Bath, and Woodsville joined us in an exercise simulating 
action that could be taken in the event of a major fire on Main Street. 
The Fire Department is very grateful to Mrs. Catherine Stillman and 
our Police Department for making it possible for this drill to be con- 
ducted so successfully. We were glad to be able to demonstrate for 
the public how the process works when one department needs assist- 
ance from its neighbors. Some of these departments were called to 
the fire stations in the communities where the regular men and equip- 
ment had left to come to our "aid", We feel strongly that the Mutual 
Aid system is of great benefit to us and the organization works the 
year round trying to plan for efficient use of men, equipment, and 
time in the event of trouble in any of the member towns. 


Other training for the year included the annual two-day session at 
Bradford, Vermont, attended by seventeen of our members; Fire 
School at Laconia attended by five men; a session on Wires and 
Fires, by the Public Service Company of New Hampshire at 
Lisbon Town Hall, attended by ninety members of Mutal Aid; and 
officer training three days at Waterville Valley and one day at 
Manchester Fire Department attended by the Chief. 
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Mutual Aid now has an air compressor and ten spare tanks located 
here in Lisbon because of its central location. We are thus enabled to 
refill immediately any tanks used during fire fighting. 


The parade pieces put in shape by department members were exhibited 
at the State Firemen's Annual Conference at Tilton on September 10. 


Items that show our progress include the acquisition of Plectron units 
bringing our total to twenty-two so that all members now have one, 
This system enables us to tone out firemen and EMT's from both dis- 
patch locations. We have also installed an antenna and scanner in the 
fire station so that we can listen to the other departments around us 
when we are on duty. 


Last year's budget included an appropriation for replacing our Ford 
tanker chassis. This project has been completed. During the year, 
Lisbon's name did come up for financial aid from the Rural Commun- 
ity Fire Protection program and by adding some of our own funds we 
were able to purchase 500 more feet of four-inch hose, bringing our 
supply to 1,000 feet. 


Efforts of the North Country Emergency Medical Services Council 
have resulted in six individual units and one two-way portable radio 


for the members of Lisbon's emergency team. This service is read- 
ily available by calling the emergency fire phone number. These ded- 
icated people have proven their value and competence several times 
during the year, and the fire department works closely with them to 
give assistance in any emergency where needed.

ANNUAL REPORT OF LISBON PLANNING BOARD 


January through March the Planning Board met often to study infor- 
mation on tax mapping. Ten towns with tax maps, contacted by phone 
or in person, gave us information on types of maps, ways of record- 
ing and keeping tax records, methods used by various companies, 
costs, contracts, updating, and ways to use the maps. Most mapp- 
ing firms contacted sent information, sample maps, bids and/or 
contracts. Three firms sent personnel; board members visited two 
towns to inspect their systems; North Country Council provided help- 
ful assistance; the John E. O'Donnell corporation of Auburn, Maine 
was selected as offering the most service for the best price. (for 
more complete information ask to see the Planning Board Tax 
Mapping file in the Selectmen's office. 


Four subdivision plans were approved, two still pending. 


All Notices of Intent referred by the Selectmen were reviewed, 
some required more information or changes. 


North Country Council has promised aid in updating our compre- 
hensive plan after our tax map is completed this May. Property own- 
ers are urged to come in during the public inspection and point out 
any errors. 


We hope more Townspeople will attend hearings and help plan for 
the growth and changes ahead. Your planning board is trying to ad- 
minister the present regulations fairly and equally. We would wel- 
come your criticism and ideas for preserving our land values and 
improving our community. 


Regular meetings are the fourth Tuesday of each month except 
when held in conjuction with public hearings, which are advertised 
in the newspaper. All meetings are open to the public and all records 
available for public inspection.

In Lisbon, the NCC provided assistance in the site preparation and 
State approval of the Town's landfill site. Met with Chamber of 
Commerce officals to discuss possible downtown improvement ac- 
tivities. 


In 1977, NCC provided the following region-wide services: 


Planning Services: NCC provides technical assistance to communities 
in a number of areas such as comprehensive planning, assistance 
with subdivision regulations, or reviewing development proposals. 
NCC is always available to meet with any local official, planning board 
or public body to assist with local planning matters and thirty-five 
towns have received some type of direct service from the Council. 


Economic Development Grantmanship: NCC worked closely with the 
Economic Development Administration of the US Department of Com- 
merce, the Farmers Home Administration, the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation, and HUD to bring a greater amount of financial resources 
into the Region; this will assist municipalities, local development 
corporations, and other organizations implement locally developed 
projects and programs. NCC attempts to be aware of the many federal 
grant programs that would be relevant to needs of communities in the 
North Country. 


Preparation of Development Plans: By working over time to complete 
components of the Development Plan (in accordance with RSA 36:45), 
the Council will be in a position to make specific recommendations on 
how the communities in the Region can develop and prepare for future 
growth. During 1977, much progress has been made in the areas of 
Land Use, Housing, and Economic Development. 


Participation in National and State Policies: NCC responds to oppor- 
tunities to present a North Country perspective before federal and state 


agencies. Examples include its presentation to the Regional Town 
Meeting on transportation sponsored by DOT Secretary Adams; meet- 
ings with the Regional representative of the Department of Energy on 
the potential of wood energy, its role in initiating legislation which 
permitted the construction of bi-state sewerage treatment plants, and 
its assistance in developing state legislation permitting town govern- 
ments to develop and own industrial parks. NCC has also worked with 
the NH Department of Public Works and Highways to encourage the De- 
partment to make improvements to US 302 from Woodsville to Littleton. 
As a body representative of local government, NCC provides a local 
response to state initiatives on '208"' Water Quality, Solid Waste, and 
Safe Drinking Water Standards. 
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Inquiries, Technical Assistance and Special Reports: NCC staff is al- 
ways available to respond to the inquiries and requests of member 


municipalities. In the last year, the Council has published technical 
assistance reports on ''Model Subdivision Regulations", 'Woodsville 
Downtown Improvement Summary Report", "Energy Perspectives in 
the North Country", and the ''North Country Housing Element". 


Education and Training Programs: NCC again co-sponsored the six 
Municipal Law Lectures in the Fall and the second statewide Annual 


Meeting of Regional Planning Commission members. A special work- 
shop for applicants of Round II of the Local Public Works Act was held 
in conjunction with EDA officials from Concord and Philadelphia. 
Planning News, the NCC Newsletter, and a legislative bulletin keep 
local officials and interested persons informed of planning and develop- 
ment activities. 


In 1978, the Council will be available to work with the town and other 
appropriate groups to help implement some of the recommendations 
contained in the Plans. Ideas and suggestions on how the Council can 
be of greater assistance are appreciated. The Council was created by 
five towns in 1973 and continues to exist as a service agency to the 
towns. The Council greatly appreciates the support it receives from 
the towns, knowing that the support will enable it to provide continued 
service to the area in the future.

AGENCY, INC. 
1977 Report 


North Country Home Health Agency, with its main office at 60 High 
St., Littleton, and satellite offices in Cottage Hospital and Linwood 
Medical Center, provides services aimed at prevention, intervention 
and control of disease. This Agency serves the residents of 15 towns 
in a 1,200 sq. mile area in the North Country. 


Services performed in 1977 were as follows: 


8457 Skilled Nursing Care visits to patients in their homes. These 
include the chronically ill; short term care following hospitalization 
or acute care in place of hospitalization; visits to newborns and 
mothers; diet and nutrition teaching; follow-up visits from clinic 
settings; and assistance in institutional placement when necessary. 


8685 Homemaker/Home Health Aide visits, representing 9,000 hours. 
The purpose of this service is to maintain people in their own homes 
through assistance with personal care, light housekeeping and meal 
preparation; performing ancillary nursing services. 

62 Physical Therapy visits to homebound patients, 


407 Health Promotion visits. These visits are for assessment and 
evaluation of a person's needs and/or problems. 


Public Health Activities, aimed at prevention, were as follows: 


17 Immunization clinics for pre-school children. 695 children 
were immunized. 


2 Lead level screening clinics for all ages, at which 154 persons 
were seen. 


6 Dental screening clinics for pre-school children with an attend- 
ance of 294, 


4 Crippled Children's clinics, co-sponsored by N.H. Division of 
Public Health, for area residents under 18, 106 children were 
seen. 


5 Well-child clinics which provided physical exams for pre- 
school children of low-income families. 64 children attended. 


4 Adult health screening clinics sponsored jointly with the state- 
wide and local Lion's Clubs. 525 adults over 18 were seen. 
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This Agency is approved by Medicare and the New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Public Health as a certified provider of home care services. 
The Board of Directors is composed of volunteer members repre- 
senting the towns served. It is a non-profit agency and monies re- 
ceived are returned in direct services to residents of the 15 towns. 
Services to Lisbon residents in 1977 were as follows: 

1403 Skilled Nursing Care Visits 

4 Physical Therapy Visits 

613 Hours of Home Health Aide Service 

526 Hours of Homemaking 

26 Health Promotion Visits 


10 Visits to Newborns and their Mothers 


Lisbon residents may attend any of the clinics listed above at no 
charge. 
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
